Apparently Mr. Alexander and I did not coininuiiicate very well. I spoke with 
him today after I faxed your letter to him and lie said he thouglit we had made an offer of 
settlement. 

Mr. Alexander would like to not be the operator of gas distribution system and 
plans to convert to either electric or gas and have Columbia Gas of Kentucky or 
Kentucky Utilities operate the system. He will have to pay Columbia Gas of Kentucky 
$50,000.00 for its part of the construction in addition to $35,000.00 he will liave to pay 
for work inside of the apartment coinplex. 

Mr. Alexander would offer to settle for the $15,000.00 penalty, but such penalty 
would go toward the $50,000.00 he would be required to pay Coluinbia Gas of Kentucky 
for its part of the construction.
